known that the order for the advance on 
Dongola was a surprise to him. With the 
experience gained through Wolsley’s dila- 
tory, vacillating tactics in the Khartoum 
campaign before 2hne British War Office, it 
is practically certain that this expedition 
will be called forward with sharpness and 
precision, but it is not at all probable that 
a serious advance will be made upon the 
very threshold of summer. 

The Soudan and Egyptian troops at Wady 
Halfa may be pushed on to Akasher, while 
the English contingent will*concentrate at 
Wady Halfa and organize for effective work: 
When cooler weather ‘sets in, early in Sep- 
tember, columns from the Nile and Suakim 
can make a combined advance on Ondurman, 
but the guardians of Khalifa Abdulia know 
something of British tactics, and may not 
wait forthe cooler weather programme. 

Fully 6,000 Dervishes are reported afoot and 
ready to fight. The massacres of Italians 
at Adowa filled them with warlike zeal and 
the fall of Kassala will infame them with 
fanaticism. They may *eke the initiative and 
fall upon the advance column of the Nile 
and erush it even before the main support 
can reach Assouan. 

The natives are all disconsolate at the 
prospect of war; the English in Cairo are 
elated. Scores of young Men in civil places 
are striving for permission to join the 
forces, and several English women have 
volunteered for hospital servicé. The pros- 
pect of fighying creates much enthusiasm , 
among the British. Mrs. Constans Knowles 
has issued an appeal to Englishmen here on 
behalf of a fund for prospective widows 
and orphans. 

Many serious minded observers predict 
that the attempt *o carry out England’s 
long matured policy in the Soudan will pro-« 
voke a European war, inasmuch as it will 
afford Russia and France the project which 
they have been yearning for. The war cor- 
respondents of the London press are rapidly 
concentrating here. The troops in Cairo are 
taken by rail to Ghireh, where the Cook 
steamers receive and carry them to As- 
souan. The North Staffordshire regiment is 
booked to make the trip on the 26th, The 
young Khedive is said to be elated over the 
prospect. 

Your correspondent had an interview with 
Slatin Pasha, the companion of Gen. Gorf- 
don, who has had seventeen years of life and 
imprisonment in the Soudan, and who now 
holds the rank of Colone) in the Egyptian 
army. He is suffering from injuries fre- 
cefved through a recent fall from his horse. 
He said: 

“Although I am still lame, I shall. go to 
the front with Sirdar at onee, By reason of 
my knowledge of the country and my in- 
formation as tothe forces in the field and 
to be brought into it and my ability to 
speak the dialects of the Soudan region, I 
ought to be able to render good service. I 
really speak Soudanese better than my 
native German. 

“T think we shall have some figh*ing in- 
side of a week.

They are certain to meet oppositign, I think 
we shall find the enemy at leas34,000- strong 
in rifles, with 6,000 spearsmen &nd with an 
irregular cavalry force of about 2,000. The 
best arnts they have are the Remington 
rifles and they are quite out of date now. 
The talk about %he Dervishes being able 
to put 100,000 fighters in the field is absurd. 
Not half that number of fighting men can 
be mustered in the wholé region. They have 
some regimental and brigade organization, 
but discipline is lax and supplies are always 
inadequa*e.

SAWED IRON BARS. IN TWO. 


The Prisoners Made the Saws Out of 
Steel Taken Frem the Shanks 
of phetr Shoes, 


checkmated a neat ligtle game planned by 
his prisoners to effect their escape from the 
jail at Clayton. 

He has in his possession four pieces of 
steel, two of which had been converted 
into crude saws, and with these they were, 
trying to cut their way to liberty. 

The saws were made from the shanks 
taken from the soles of old shoes and’ are 
of the hest spring steel. 
| Deputy Sheriff Hencken discovered the 
plot by accident. He makes it a point to 
search the cells of the prisoners once in a’ 
while, just as a fiyer, and Thursday he 
found the saws stowed carefully away in 
the beds of Zach Bolden and Joe Peters. 


Two of the pieces of steel had not been 

converted into saws; but were” evidently 
being held in reserve for future use. 
_ Phe scheme arranged by the. prisoners 
was very neat, and but for the w ness 
of the Sheriff and his deputies might have 
succeeded, | . : 


How long the men have been at work is 
not known, but the indications are that 
several weeks must have elapsed since they 
commenced operations... Everything was ac- 
complished under the greatest difficulties. 

In the first place the cages in which the 
prisoners are confined are made of chilled 
steel, and it would be impossible to saw 
wht My this. Surrounding the cages, how- 
ever, an inclosure made of vertical iron 
rods of about 1 inch in diameter. 

These extend from ceiling to floor and are 
about three ‘inches apart. A space. of 
about five feet separates this inclosure from 
the walls of the cells,« 

This inclosure allows a passageway en- 
tirely around the cages and in this the 
prisoners are allowed to exercise for an 
hour in the morning and for the same length 
of time in the evening. During these exer- 
cise hours they are closely watched by a 
deputy, who is assigned to that duty by 
the Sheriff. . : 

Owing to the fact that the passageway
